Evirors,—The author of the Dis- 
courses from which I made = hg rag - 
my last communication, expressty Rag ve : 
is proper to offer religious vot i. — 
Page 191, he says, “ We honour the Fa bn. be 
the direct offering to him of sapreme worship, dy 
the express and immediate sper yoy ape 
tion and_ prayer to him,” &e.—** I ow the poy 
tion is, Whether the honours to the Son, are ne 
in the same sense divine and supreme; worship 
in this high degree, adoration, praise ond ees 
‘There are several reasons which show it to 
impossible,” &e.—The Father, then, in requiring 
‘that all men should honour the Som even as they 
honour the Father,’ and saying, when he brought 
his first-begoteen into the world, * Let all the an- 
gels of God worship him,’ required what was “im- 
possible,” 1. e. impossible without incurring the 
sin of of idolatry. Andconsequently Stephen, in 
praying, ‘Lore Jesus receive my spirit,’ was 
guilty of idolatry. ‘The host of heaven, in ascrib- 
ing ‘ Blessing and honour and glory and power, 
unto Him that sitteth on the throne and unto the 
Lamb, forever and ever,’ are guilty of idolatry. 

But to make statements which warrant such 
inferences, is not enough with the author of these 
Discourses. He even asserts that we are not to ask 
blessings of the Father for the sake of Christ. 
« Neither,” says he, page $1, ‘are weto under- 
stand by prayer througn Christ, that we are to 
ask to have our desires granted ‘ for the sake of 
Christ, for this is an expression W ithout aut hori- 
ty or warrant in the hoi, volume.” ‘ ‘To ask in 
prayer ‘ for Christ’s sae’ .s without example or 
authority in the sacred writings, and is a very lif 
ferent thing from asking through Christ." —The 
forgiveness of sins is, unquestionably, one of the 


blessings to be asked of God the Father in pray- , 


er; and it is undoubtedly proper and Scriptural 
to ask him to bestow it in the manner in which 
he has said he bestows it. How thon do the 
Scriptures declare that God the Father bestows 
the blessing of forgiveness? Eph. iy. 32, 6 As 
God, for Christ’s sake, hath forgiven you.’ 
John ii. 12, ‘ Your sins are forgiven you, for Ars 
nane’s sake” There zs then authority in the sa- 
ered writings, for asking the forgiveness of sinsin 
prayer for Christ's sake,—But, says Mr. Ware, 
the phrase ‘ for Christ’s sake’ in our version of 
Eph. iv. 32, is “a mistranslation of the original 
word. It should be in or through Christ.” Let 
it then be so. ‘AsGod, in or through Christ, 
hath forgiven you.” And what is the meaning of 
this language? No candid person will doubt 
that it means on account of Christ. And how is it 
that we obtain forgiveness on account of Christ? 
The Holy Ghost shall answer. Isaiah shi. 21, 
The Lord is well pleased for _his righleousness’ 
sake, i. ¢. the righteousness of Him of whom it is 
said, v. 1, * Behold my Servant, mine Elect; he 
shall bring forth judgment to the Gentiles.” Rom. 
vy. 9, Being now justified by His’ (Christ’s] blood, 
we shall be saved trom wrath through Him, i. e. 
through him, by being justified by his blood. 

W hat then, the reader will ask, does Mr. Ware 
understand by praying for blessings, ‘ through 
Christ’ “ We areto pray,” he says, ‘as the 
disciples of Christ,—-‘ through him,’ because 
through the directions he has given for acceptable 
prayer, and the encouragement he has offered to 
sincere worshippers. "—But Paul has given diree- 
tions for acceptable prayer, and offered encour- 
agement to sincere worshippers, We should, 
moreover, follow these directions & be influenced 
by these encouragements. We should therefore, 
according to Mr. Wave's doctrine, ask God to 
bestow blessings upon us through Paul! 

In speaking of the priesthood of Christ, the 
author of these Discourses says, page 38, ‘ Al- 
though Jesus was lit@rally a prophet, he could not 
have been literally a priest, because he was of 
Judah, not of Levi, and was notin anv sense at- 
tached tothe temple, or occupied in its service.” 


—It was then, according to Mr. Ware, being of | 


the tribe of Levi, and being attached to the tem- 
ple and occupied in its service, that made a per- 
son a literal priest. And ifso, all the descend- 
ants of Levi were literal priests, for they were 
all ‘of Levi,” and attached to the temple, ani 
occupied indts service; and consequently the 
Bible is not correct in telling us, that the descend- 
ants of Aaron only were of the priesthood institu- 
ted at Sinai. Yea, more: ifMr. Ware is correct, 
Melchisidee was not literally, what the Bible 
says he was, ‘a priest,’ for he was not “ of Levi,” 
and was not “attached to the temple and occu- 
pied in its service;” and Paul was incorrect in 
saving, Heb. viii. 3. ‘ Every high priest is ordain- 
ed to offer gifts and sacrifices, ‘and Heb. iii. 1.

of Jesus Christ, will desire that its grand prin- 


| ciples may be communicated to all his uninstrue- 
} ted and unenlightened brethren. Of this class 
| Of ignorant men, blind to the glory of the gospe!, 
| there are many even in Christian countries; men 
ten to the words of the preacher, who will not 
read the Bil'e,and who are repelled by every 
thing in the form of a sermon. Yet these men 
may be attracted by an interesting religious nar- 
rative, like the Shepherd of Salisbury Plain, ot 
the Dairyman’s Daughter; and in reading it may 
be instructed in religion, and through the grace 


and blessing of God may he saved;—saved in this | 


way, when, it would seem, they would not have 
been saved in any other way;—when, in all pro- 

| bability, without such narrative, they would 
| have remained ignorant of truth, and hostile to 
| goodness. Herethen is an uodeniable and im- 
mense benefit, resulting from such a narrative, its 
| instructions having heen accompanied by the 
| Spirit ef God. Is not this result a sufficient answer 
to all objections,which may be made to the employ- 
ment of this method of conveying religious truth? 
Let me, howeter, imagine an intelligent man, 
who hes been in this manner transformed, 
male wise unto salvation, visited by one of his 
neighbors, and addressed by him as follows:— 
‘That little book or tract, which you esteem so 
highly, is unworthy of your regard. It is all a 
fiction, It preseats to you incidents, which nev- 
er existecd,—conversations, which never took 


' 
place,—characters, which have no being but in 


fancy. You have heen imposed upon by a story- 
teller. Eternal, immutable truth “ noneed of 
fiction to support it. ‘The great lawof truth is 
never to be violated. Weare never to do evil 
for the sake of good. The book is a falsehood. 
It ought to be thrown into the fire.’ To this 
speech he may be supposed to give the following 
reply :— 


‘To me it is of little consequence, whether the | 
narrative be founded in fact, or be the pure | 


creation of fancy; whether the few circumstan- 
ces, which serve to connect the religious instruc- 
tion of the book, be circumstances which existed, 
or circumstances which were imagined. The 
book itself, with the exception, ifit so be, of these 
incidents, is no fiction. It has brought to my 
mind eternal and immutable truth. fi has open- 
ed to my view a new world. It has been the

vation. Why then should [treat my little bene- 
factor with contempt, and indignantly burn it?

a fictitious narrative; then it violates what you 
call truth; and it is thereforesometimes innocent 
and lawful to violate it. Here are circumstan- 
ces of different kinds brought together in regard 
to @ certain man, which nevev erjsted im reg 
to an individual man;—here are conversations, 
which never took place;—here is a character, 
which had no being but in fancy. Here is fic- 
tion, which probably some ofthe hearers took for 
fact. Here is what you call falsehood. What 
then has become of your objection to modern, tic- 
titious, religious narratives?’ 

‘If you say, that inthe parables of the New 
Testament there was no intention to deceive; — 
how does it appear, tha there was such intention 
in the writers of modern narratives? May it 
not be presumed, that while they had proper re- 
gard to verisimilitude in the combination of 
circumstances, so as to escape the charge of wri-

But did you never hear about Je- 
sus Christ before?” “Yes; but I never was told 
how he loved children, and that he would hear 
| children’s prayers; I never read the Bible until 
| youspoke to me, and gave me the Bible, and 
said | right read it. 1 should like to read it now, 
{ but I cannot sit up.” “Do you wish I should 
| read?” He replied, “IT wish you would read the 
| place where Jesus Christ died for sinners?” 1 
| then read the 23d chapter of Luke; he then wish- 
| ed Twould spend a few minutes in prayer, during 
which L begged, if it was God's will, he might be 
restored tohealth. When I had finished, he said, 
*“When I was at school [did like to hear you 
rs for the children, but why did you pray that 
should get better now?” “Because 1 should 
like, if it be God’s will, you should come to school 
again. Do you not wishto come again?” “ Yes; 
but | would rather go to God, for he says, ‘Where 
PT am, ye shall be also.2” Allow me here to re- 
mark, that he was nostranger to Scripture, for 
in three months he learned 373 passages of Scrip- 
ture. But little more passed at this meeting; | 
committed him to the hands of Him that was able 
to keep him in the trying hour, and promised to 
see him again. 

*T called the next morning; when I went into 
| the room, I found that he was hastening te the 
| place appointed for all living, and that he must 
| shortly appear before God. Yet he feared not 

death, for Jesus, the friend of sinners, was his

| dozing, but he soon awoke from his slumber, and 

seeing me, he held out his hand, and said, ‘Oh! 

I longed to see you again, for I shall soon be with 
| Christ, for lam going to heaven.” “ But are 
| you not afraid to die?” “ No,” said he, “1 be- 

ieve the sting of death is removed, and thanks 

be to God who has given me the victory, through 
| our Lord Jesus Christ.” He added, “Oh! what 

has Jesus Christ done for me! Oh! what a 
a wretched creature was I when you, Sir, first 
spoke to me about coming toschool; I was indeed 
in the gall of bitterness.” ‘ But are you willing 
to give Christ all the honour of your salvation,and 
totake all the blame of sin upon your own self?” 
Yes, indeed, Lam.” ‘Do you believe that he 
is merciful to you in pardoning your sin?” 
“Ves.” © But if he pardon vour sin is it for 
your own sake?” “No, Sir; itis for my Saviour 
| Jesus Christ’s sake, and Christ alone is all.” 

“Then you can trust in him, and believe that he 
will carry you safe to his kingdom?” ‘1 must 
not mistrust him.” “Then you believe tbat Christ 
| has cone all things well?” he sweetly said, “Yes.” 
| Lwasobliged again to leave him, and after com- 
| mitting hum to God, I again left, and promised to 
| be with him in the evening; he said, “ Be sure 
| and come, for I have something for you to tell the 
children of the school;” I then took my leave,prav- 
ing that [might be favored with another interview. 

“* Very few hours passed, when | was again 
summoned to see the Vast of my young friend; I 
hastened with all speed. On my entering, I found 
him perfectly happy and composed, and indeed 
only waiting the call of the Lord, that he might 
go to inherit that kingdom which was prepared 
jor him.

he Protestant Population is scattered along 
the four frontiers of the kingdom; but, excepting 
in the capital, few are to be found in the interior 
of France. A census has been taken, which 
gives their number at 722,329 souls; of whoin 
509,343 are Calvinits, 212,981 are Lutherans. 
the Calvinists are ministered to by 269 pastors, 
and the Lutherans by 219. 

The whole number of Bibles and Testaments, 
disseminated through the instrumentality of 
French Protestant Bible Societies since 1818, 
among the 180,000 Protestant families of this 
kingdom, is not much above 40,000. This is 
bat a very seanty su ply, when compared with 
the known wants of those portions of the popula- 
tion which have been examined into; dé» as at 
St. Hippolyte, in the department of the Gard, 
where, among 5311 Poon only 100 Bibles or 
Testaments were found. Even allowing amply 
for the circulation made in various ways before 
the establishment of the Bible Society, it is to be 
apprehended that more than half of the Protes- 
tant families are still without the Bible! 

Russta.—With mingled feelings of regret and 
delight your Committee now turn toRussia-regret, 
atthe difficulties, which have ariven in that quar- 
ter—and delight, at the retrospect of the labours 
of the Russian Bible Society. His Excellency 
Prince Galitzin having resigned the office of 
President, His Eminence: Archbishop Seraphim 
has been appointed his suceessor by an Imperi- 
al Reseript. Your Pvresident at the request of 
the Committee, has addressed the Are ibishop 
on this important occasion. At the first Mect- 
ing of the Committee at which his Eminence 
presided, the Members present rose and con- 
gratulated him; and in reply, he expressed a 
lively hope that the Lord would be pleased to 
shower down His blessing on the united and 
important labours of the Committee, and vouch- 
safe to them His almighty aid. His tiscellency 
Prince Galitzin has written to vour Pre: ia 
Letter expressive of the interest felt by him in 
all the operations of the Bible Society in every 
part of.the world, notwithstanding he has re- 
signed the situation which he befure occupied. 

In the space of Eleven Vears, the Society has 
purchased or printed Versions of the entire 
Scriptures, er the New Testament, or parts 
thereof, in forty-one different languages or dia 
lects, and distributed 448,109 copies, and has 
collected and received 3,711,876 rubles; and 
here are, in different parts of the Empire, 289 
Committees, which mutually co-operate; and, 
in union with the St. Petersburg Committee, 
like numerous arms of one and the same body, 
dispense throughout the whole extent of the 
Russian Dominioas the Bread of Life. Among 
its most important Versions, that into the Mod- 
ern Russ certainly deserves to be mentioned;

Testaments have been published. and 20,000 of 
the Modern Russ alone.

Saturday 22. He wasable toreturnthe morn- 
| ing salutation to those that came in. When the 
physician entered the room, he immediately re- 
cognized him, and conversed a little with him in 
Italian—passed the day quietly—said almost noth- 
ing—tongue palsied. 

The sun had set, and no appearance of his usual 
paroxysm, His strength was such, that-he could 
still raise himself on his elbow, and nearly leave 
his bed without assistance. Our hope had not, 
for many days, been higher, that he might yet 
survive. ‘The fever came on, however, at 8 or 9 
o’clock, but so gently that the physician repeat- 
edly assured us he apprehended no danger from 
it. We therefore retired to rest, leaving him, for 
the first half of the night, inthe hands of the phy- 
sician and a single attendant. Scarcely had we 
closed our eyes in sleep, when we were awaked 
to be told, that all hope coneerning him was fled. 
We hastened to his bed-side, found hin panting 
for breath, and evidently sinking imto the arms of 
death. ‘The physician immediately left him and 

retired torest. We sat down, conversed, pray- 
ed, wept, and watched the progress of his disso- 
lution; until, at precisely 3 o’clock on the Lord’s 
day morning, October 23, the tired wheels of na- 
ture ceased to move, and the soul, which had 
| been so long waiting for deliverance, was quietly 
released, 





It rose, like its great Deliverer, very early on 
| the first day of the week, triumphant over death, 
| and entered, as we believe, on that Sabbath, that 
| eternal Rest, that remaineth for the people of 
| Giod. 
We sung part of a hymn, and fell down to give 
| thanks to him that liveth and was dead. and hath 
| the keys of hell and of death, that he has given 
our dear brother, as we could hope, the final vie- 
tory over all disappointment, sorrow , and sin, 
| As soon as the news of his death was heard, all 
the flags of the different Consuls were seen at 
| halfmast. His funeral was attended at 4. At 
| his grave, a part of the chapter in Corinthians, re- 
| 


specting the resurrection, was read in Halian, & 
a prayerofered in English, in presence of amore 
numerous & orderly concourse of people, than we 
lave ever witnessed on a similar occasion. His 
remains sweetly slumber in a garden connected 
with one of our houses.

we have lost our elder 
brother. 


Our house is left unto us desolate. To 
die, we doubt not, has been infinite 
but tous, the loss seems at present irreparable, 
He cheered us in the social circle, he reproved 
us when we erred, he strengthened us by his 
prayers, exhortations, and counsels.—The Board 
of Missions will feel the loss. perhaps, not less 
than we. Another servant, with talents like his 
for explaining, and enforcing the doctrines of the 
Gospel, and who shall be able to preach fluently 
in inost of the languages heard in this country will 
not soon be found. But the Lord of the Harvest 
has resources of which we know but little. ‘lo hin 
let us still repair, and pray in hope.—Your un- 
worthy afflicted servants.

Messrs. Epirors,—The following lines were suggest- 
ed by the circumstance of a poor distressed slave, applying 
to’ my husband to purchase her child, who had been sold, 
for some offence, to a Georgiaman. Although deeply 
touched at her grief, we could not relieve it. Being a mo- 
ther myself, and then nursing a young and tender babe, I 
was naturally led to sympathize with this cruelly bereaved 
mother. My thoughts recurred to the period when her 
child, young and tender like mine, was tended by its mother 
with all the fondness which I was then exercising towards 
myown. Qh! thought I, could she have foreseen what 
would be its future destiny, how would it have embittered 
the pleasing task. I have attempted to express what her 
feclings would haye dictated, had she foreseen the sale either 
of herself or child. My own feelings are but faintly ex- 
pressed—what I send was only intended to relieve them 
for the time, which, as I could not aid the unfortunate, need- 
ed some veat. It would have remained by me still, but 
for a circumstance which occurred the other evening, which 
again excited my feelings to indignation.

‘They have solemnly devoted a certain 
portion of their property to the Lord, and its in- 
come they sacredly appropriate to the promotion 
of his cause; but whilst they have conscientious- 
ly set apart this portion o their substance, and 
made it over totheir Master as his, they neglect 
to appoint some faithful fellow servants, who, 
when they are called home, may succeed them as 
stewards of the talents which God has committed 
to their care,—talents which they are not only 
bound themselves to improve, whilst stationed at 
the various posts of duty assigned them os their 
Master, but which they are under equally sol- 
emn obligations to dispose of in such a manner 
that they will still be employed in — the 
cause of the Redeemer, when they are discharg- 
ed from the trust that has been confided to them. 
Most men are unwilling to think of this subject; 
they are unwilling to make any arrangements 
which have an immediate reference to their de- 
yarture from this world which they love so well, 
ecause it forces upon them too near a view of 
the King of ‘Terrors, from which they shrink 
back with dread. But such weak fears ill be- 
come the Christian: he professes to believe, that 
death is but the messenger ofhis heavenly Fath- 
er sent to release him froin the troubles of the 
world, and to admit him to the joys of heaven. 
He acknowledges it to be his duty to live in con- 
stant readinessto depart hence; but how little do 
any of us manifest our practical belief of these 
truths; and perhaps in no one particular, which 
effects the things of time only, do mankind, 
Christians and men of the world, so generally 
neglect the duty of preparing for their departure, 
as in reference tothe business of making a will. 
There are cases when it would perhaps be un- 
necessary for a man to make a different disposi- 
tion of his property from what the law would 
make—but there certainly are many cases in 
which a man is not only guilty of sinaifg against 
God by such neglect, but is also guilty of great 
injustice to some near relatives, who by the pro- 
visions of the law would derive no benefit from 
his estatehhowever large. Perhaps an aged pa- 
rent is left entirely destitute of the means of sub- 
sistence—perhaps a brother or sister, whom it 
has pleased God to visit with heavy and oft re- 
peated misfortunes, might have been made com- 
fortable by a small provision which would not be 
felt by the heirs of him who gave it. Such cases, 
and others of a similar nature, are by no means 
of unfrequent occurrence, And if the consider- 
ations to which they are calculated to give rise, 
were allowed their due weight, | am satisfied 
there would not be so many instances where the 
last hours of good men are embittered by the anx- 
ious cares which havass them about their world- 
ly concerns. 

I fully believe with your correspondent, that 
every one should have a correct knowledge of 
the disposition which the law will make of his 
woperty, unless he directs otherwise by his will. 

therefore send you the following statement of 
the law as it exists in Massachusetts, relative to 
the descent of the property of a person dying with- 
out a will. 

1. ds to the Real Estate.—It descends in equal 
shares to the children of such intestate, and to 
the lawful issue of any deceased child by right of 
representation; (that is, such issue receive the 
share which would have fallen to their parent.) 
And when the intestate leaves no issue, the same 
passes to his father; and when he leaves no, issue 
nor father, the same passes in equal shares to the 
intestate’s mother if any, and to his brothers and 
sisters, andthe children of any deceased broth- 
er or sister by right of representation: and if the 
intestate leave no issue, father, brother, or sister, 
then the same descends to his mother, if any; but 
if there be no mother, then to his next of kin in 
equal degree, and when there is no kindred, the 
same passes to the Commonwealth for want 
heirs; but the intestate’s widow is in all cases 
entitled to her dower, that is, to the use of one 
third part of all his real estate, for her life. 

2. visto the Personal Estate.—This is distrib- 
uted to the same persons and in the same propor- 
tions that the ae estate descends; except that 
the widow of an intestate, if he leaves no issue, 
is entitled to one half of all his personal property.

A WHOLE MISSION FAMILY LOST BY SHIP- 
WRECK. 


The New Haven Herald gives the following account of the 
destruction of the whole of the Methodist Mission family 
stationed at the Island of Antigua, inthe West Indies, by 
shipwreck, in an extract ofa letter from a respectable 
ship master of New Haven, dated, 

* Antigua, March 5th, 1826. 

“A most distressing and melancholy shipwreck 

occurred near this island the past week, attended 
with such circumstances as seem almost incredi- 
ble; and we can only say, that, for the wisest pur- 
poses, though often to us inscrutable, the Lord has 
done it. 

** About four weeks since, fhere was a yearly 
eneral meeting at St. Kitts, of the Methodist 
lissionaries from the neighboring islands; from 

this place went the Rey. Mr. White, wife, three 

children, and servant; Rev. Mr, Hilliar, Rev. 

Mr. Oake, Rev. Mr. Jones, wife, and infant child. 

—They left St. Kitts a few days since, to return 

~ this island, having added to their number 

. 

vessel in which they embarked, called at Mont- 

serat; the number of the Mission family, at that 
time, amounting to thirteen souls, as above, in- 
cluding one servant. At Montserat, their friends 
advised them to leave the vessel in which they 
were, (being a dull sailer,) and go on board the 
mail-boat Maria, then ready to sail for this island. 

They did so; and a young lady also took passage 

with them. The schooner which they had left, 

arrived here seasonably, and brought the baggage 
of the Mission family, which they did not think 
best totake out, the ordinary passage being only 

a few hours. Some alarm, (after the schooner’s ar- 

rival) was felt for the safety of the mail boat; but 

as the wind was very high, it was supposed that 
she ee lost some of her calle, and put 
back. n Friday, P. M. the 3d inst. however, 
word was brought to town, that part of the wreck 
was seen on the Weymouth,* with two persons on 
it. Two or three boats immediately went down 
to her, and found it to be the wreck of the mail 
boat Maria, and the only survivor of twenty-one 
souls was Mrs. Jones, in a state of insensibility. 

It appears she had been placed by the captain, 

(Whitney,) between the bow-sprit bitts, where 

she could not wash away. She was in her night 

dress only, with her hushand’s cloak or coat#on, 
and a sailor’s cap on her head. 

Capt. Whitney (and the only one found) was 

ning near the wreck. He was buried yesterday. 

He had not been dead, probably, more than an 

hour, as he was seen in the bowsprit about 2 o’- 

clock in the afternoon. Mrs. Jones, it is hoped,

is slowly recovering, and so far restored to her 
recollection, as to say, that she knows all the cir- 
cumstances of the shipwreck; but the doctors for- 
bid her being questioned, at present. Vhe tol- 
lowing circumstances, however, have been com- 
municated by~ her:—The vessel struck on the 
reef, in the night:—Three or four days had 
elapsed when she was taken off. Mr. White, 
his wife, three children, and servant, were all 
swept away together, clinging to each other; 
Mr. Hilliar attempted to swim to Sandy Island, 
and was drowned in her sight; her infant was 
washed away from her arms; her husband died 
on her lap, the night before she was taken off, and 
was wale’ away. As returning recollection 
opens to her the horrors of the scene she has wit- 
nessed, I am told she often exclaims: “* O Captain 
Whitney, why did he save me!’—She must, in- 
deed be an pnhappy, lonely woman; and time can 
never efface from her mind the remembrance of this 
mournful event. She is undoubtedly most to be 

itied, for we have good reason to indulge the 
cas, that her kind friends are in heaven—that 
the scenes of Weymouth Shoal were but a passage 
to the haven of bliss. Dark, deep, and mysteri- 
ous, are the ways of a righteous and unerring 
Providence! With wonder and astonishment, we 
behold a delicate, slender woman, of twenty 
years, for four days without sustenance, exposed 
to the inclemency of the weather, supported; 
while hardy seamen were dying around her, and 
finally, the sole survivor of twenty-one persons! 
We see, ina few short hours, the whole Mission 
family of this island, culled from their earthly ta- 
bours, but to receive, as we trust, a heavenly re- 
ward: but who can stay his hand? or who shall 
say to the Sapreme Governor of the Universe, 
what doest thou? ‘ Shall not the Judge of all 
the earth do right?”

REV. SAMUEL SEWALL. 
[Missionary of the Isles of Shoals.} 

Messrs. Editors,—\ have Ahought that a more 
varticular account of the death of Rev. Samvuer 
Gawsse, mentioned in your paper, would be 
agreeable to his friends, and to all who feel an 
interest in the little cluster of Islands whieh 
were the field of his labours. 

Mr. Sewall left the Shoals, and came to Rye. 
N. H. on the 16th of Feb. “One object of his 
coming was to endeavour to obtain, in the vicini- 
ty, subscriptions of timber, &c. for rebuilding the 
meeting-house” at the Shoals, which had a litile 
previously heen burnt down. He was detained 
at Rye longer than he intended, chiefly by con- 
trary winds, which would not allow him to return 
to the Islands. His time, however, was not spent 
idly. He visited the people, and preached to 
them several private lectures, besides preaching 
to them on the Sabbath. During the secon: 
week of his detention there, he was seized with 
the prevailing influenza, He so far recovered, 
however, as to be able to be out, and preach one 
half of the Sabbath, March 5th. He soon had a 
return of his disorder; and on the latter part of 
that week his family were sent for, and had the 
melancholy satisfaction of arriving in season to be 
with him in his last hours. He continued to sink 
under his disease; and on the 16th inst. expired. 

Mr. Sewall, in his last sickness, was able to 
converse but little. ‘ But—what he did say,” 
says a letter received respecting him, ‘and 
his whole appearance, Mines sree much commu- 





nion with God, and sincere devotedness to his ser- 
vice. He spoke with much feeling of the mercies 
he experienced, and expressed his satisfaction 
and delight in the government of God. To a 
question asked him, ‘‘ with much difficulty of ut- 
terance, but with great composure, he replied, 
* God knows what is best for us. Whilst we are 


To his daughter he said, ‘ 1 am made to conform 
to the gospel of Christ. [have been brought to 
uy views clearly.’ ” 

What is said in the same letter respecting Mr. 
Sewall’s last weeks spent in Rye, may be applied 
to his ministerial life in general. ‘ His preach- 
ing, prayers, godly conversation, heavenly tem- 
per, and his whole Christian example, have lett 
an impression highly creditable to his Christian 
and ministerial character, and must have a salu- 
tary influence on those who were conversant with 
him.” It isdueto the persons concerned, to 
mention that * his last sickness was at the house 
of Lieut. Joseph Jenness”’—‘ and that nothing 
was wanting to his comfort, which could be effeet- 
ed by the kindest attentions of the family and 
neighbourhood, Doctor Parsons the physician, 
and Rev. Mr. Porter and family.” ‘These per- 
sons, and all others who showed Mr. Sewall 
kindness, will receive the thanks of the Society 
in whose employ he was engaged. ‘The Rey. 
Mr. Porter preached his funeral sermon, from 1 
Thes, 4.18, “ Wherefore, comfort one another 
with these words.” , 

It is well known that Mr. Sewall’s field of la- 
bour was discouraging. Yet he ever seemed to 
be supported by a firm faith that God was able to 
convert even the barren rock into a fruitful 
garden. And through his labours, and those of 
his family, during a year and a half, the time he 
resided at the Shoals—some improvement has evi- 
dently been made; good hascvidently been done. 
And could he have continued there, there is rea- 
son to believe that the state of those Islands might, 
in the course of a few years, have undergone no 
inconsiderable change. But the Lord has no 
doubt determined wisely. May the bereaved 
family have the consolations of religion. And 
may the destitute people be remembered in the 
prayers of those whe have felt an interest in their 
welfare. "
